T he lone survivor Cadet Fay W. 
Olmsted, 
Santa 
Barbara, 
Calif., 
bailed out of the disabled plane 
and landed near the edge of a cliff, 
barely escaping gliding over it. 
T he ship crashed yesterday after­ 
noon during a massed practice flight 
of the 20 planes to the Yosemite 
I valley region. 
Douglas Robinson, 
district forest supervisor, witnessed 
the crash. 
"A wing of the ship crumbled 
and It fell between 2,500 and 3,000 
feet, crashing 
into 
a mountain," 
Robinson said. 
Robinson set out with a search­ 
ing party and found Olmsted, who 
received only a spained ankle. The 
gasoline tank of the plane had ex­ 
ploded and the bodies of the men 
were slightly burned.

Twitching 
or 
other 
movem ent 
of the head 
children alw ays arouses symp athy. 
In most Instances the abnormality 
is the result of 
a c u te chorea, but It 
often occurs as a re*iult of some 
Infection or inflammation of the 
nerves of the face. 
In many In­ 
stances It can be traced to an In­ 
jury or blow to a nerve. Sometimes 
it is a habit and merely a sign of 
extrem e nervousness. 
Though there are m any k inds of 
chorea or nervous twitching, the 
most common form is that seen in 
children. This is usually sp ok en of 
as "St. Vitus dance.” As a rule It 
affects children between the ages 
of five and fifteen 
years. 
Girls 
seem more suscep tible to this ail­ 
m ent than hoys. 
Sym ptom s of Chorea 
The disturbance is m ore p rone 
to occur In children of a nervous 
nature, w^ho are bright, ambitious 
and studious. These children usual­ 
ly have jaded ap p etites, sleejv p oor­ 
ly and are often subject to sore 
throats and other common Infec­ 
tions. In most instances the child 
has had acute rheumatism. 
This 
may have been called 
’’growing 
p ains” and Its true nature over­ 
look ed. 
The face and head of the victim 
of chorea constantly jerk . 
Other 
p arts of the body, as the trunk and 
arms, may be affected. The lower 
extremities are rarely Involved. 
The child m ak es aimless move­ 
ments. In the severe forms of the 
disease these m ovem ents cannot he 
controlled. As a rule these children 
have difficulty In sp eech. 
Unless 
they are Instructed to sp eak slowly 
It Is very difficult to understand 
them. 
It is unfortunate that so little 
attention is given this serious dis­ 
turbance. Neglect 
of chorea may 
lead to 
serious 
comp lications. It 
often gives rise to heart disturb­ 
ance and may underm ine the gen­ 
eral health. Gften the nervous sys­ 
tem is mark e<lly involved with ser­ 
ious comp lications, which Influence 
the future career of the young suf­ 
ferer. 
Methods of Treatment 
The most 
beneficial 
treatm ent 
for children with chorea is confine- 
ment In bed. It Is advised that they 
remain in bed for at least three 
months. This will p revent Involve­ 
ment of the heart and other dread­ 
ed comp lications. 
Sp ecial tonics, 
nourishing 
food 
and medication for the underlying 
anem ia and other p hysical defects, 
should be given. 
Uarefnl nursing 


will hasten recovery of the young 
sufferer and assure him of good 
health. Every 
effort 
should be 
m ade to remove all centers of in­ 
fection, such as diseased tonsil.« . 
Chorea is not contagious. 
There 
is no need for isolating these chil­ 
dren. But the sufferers from chorea 
have a lowered resistance against 
infections and other communicable i 
diseases. For this reason every p re- | 
caution should be tak en to guard ; 
them against contracting the com­ 
mon childhood afflictions.

Your Health

Twitching 
or 
other 
abnormal 
movement, 
of the head in young 
children always arouses sympathy. 
In most Instances the abnormality 
is the result of acutp chorea, but It 
often occurs as a result of some 
Infection or inflammation of the 
nerves of the face. 
In many in­ 
stances It can be traced to an in­ 
jury or blow to a nerve. Sometimes 
it is a habit and merely a sign of 
extrem e nervousness. 
Though there are many kinds of 
chorea or nervous twitching, the 
most common form is that seen in 
children. This is usually spoken of 
as "St. Vitus dance.” As a rule It 
affects children between the ages 
of five and fifteen 
years. 
Oiris 
seem more susceptible to this ail­ 
ment than boys. 
Sym ptom* of Chorea 
The disturbance is more prone 
to occur In children of a nervous 
nature, who are bright, ambitious 
and studious These children usual­ 
ly have jaded appetites, sleep poor­ 
ly and are often subject to sore 
throats and other common infec­ 
tions. In most Instances the child 
has had acutp rheumatism. 
This 
may have been called 
"growing 
pains" and its true nature over­ 
looked. 
The face and head of the victim 
of chorea constantly jerk. 
O ther 
parts of the body, as the trunk and 
arms, may be affected. The lower 
extremities are rarely involved. 
The child makes aimless move­ 
ments. In the severe forms of the 
disease these m ovements cannot he 
controlled. As a rule these children 
have difficulty In speech. 
Unless 
they are instructed to speak slowly 
it is very difficult to understand 
them. 
It is unfortunate that so little 
attention is given this serious dis­ 
turbance. Neglect 
of chorea may 
lead to 
serious 
complications. It 
often gives rise to heart disturb­ 
ance and may undermine the gen­ 
eral health. Often the nervous sys­ 
tem Is markedly involved with ser­ 
ious complications, which Influence 
the future career of the young suf­ 
ferer. 
Methods of Treatment 
The most 
beneficial 
treatm ent 
for children with chorea is confine­ 
ment In bed. It Is advised that they 
rem ain in bed for at least three 
months. This will prevent Involve­ 
ment of the heart and other dread­ 
ed complications. 
Special tonics, 
nourishing 
food 
and medication for the underlying 
anem ia and other physical defects, 
should he given. 
Careful nursing 


' 
f 
will hasten recovery of the young | 
sufferer and assure him of good 
health. Every 
effort 
should be 
made to remove all centers of in­ 
fection. such as diseased tonsils. 
Chorea is not contagious. 
There 
is no need for isolating these chil­ 
dren. But the sufferers from chorea 
have a lowered resistance against i 
infections and other communicable 
diseases. For this reason every pre­ 
caution should be taken to guard 
them against contracting the com 
mon childhood afflictions.
